Henry David Thoreau was the 
subject of the seventh lecture in our 
union lecture course, that was deliver- 
ed by Mr. Woods Friday evening of 
last week. The lecturer became in- 
terested in tho poet-naturalist of 
Concord, through listening to reminis- 
conces narrated in person by Aleolt 
and Emerson's son, and also through 
perusing his writings. Tho biogra- 
phy and various incidents were dwelt 
upon, showing how ho looked upon 
earthly life and upon customs and 
ways of tho world. All through bis 
life, Thoreau tried to practice bis 
theory, that it was enough to labor 
one day in each week, and live at 
ease and reading or study the rest of 
the week. Among the several ways in 
which to carry out that idea, be' con- 
structed a log-oabin in a neighboring 
woods, whore he did some gardening 
so as to earn a little money with 
which to furnish himself with > 
sitios and to live on, and Spent the 
rent of his timo in studying nature 
around himself and writing observa- 
tions, impressions and thoughts. 
Among these writings, we find that 
though we need to dross well, yet we 
must not worry about it ; that nowa- 
days woman remains in-doors and 
works nearly all day, when she should 
bo out-doors communing with 
nature and her possessions as much 
as she can ; that since an ox gains, 
uses and preserves, its muscular 
strength while feeding on grass and 
grain only, we may as vtoII live on 
the vegetation diet ; that we ought to 
do much less manual labor and much 
more mental work, thus doing with- 
out unnecessary worry. Where we 
usually have hardly any time to do 
somo other work in addition, Thoreau 
found time enough, while in h 
tary life, to write ten books, mostly 
of a journalistic style, worth reading. 
Tho lecture was delivered before 
the Mutual Improvement and. Young 
America Literary Sooie 

The following evening found these 
young people in tho lyceum once 
again. Tho superintendent and a 
number of teachers were present. 
The attraction of tho meeting wen a 
lecture given by Mr. James E. Gal 
lagher, a teacher in tho Chicago Day4* 
School, whose service for that pur- 
pose had been engaged by the Young 
America Society, bis expenses being 
met with out of its lecture fund. The 
subject of the lecture was appropriate 
to the occasion, it being "Mints on 
Suocess in Life," and any reader will 
be benefitted in that direction by 
perusing Dr. William Matthews' 
"Getting On in the World." The 
lecture was enjoyed by all present. 
A few thoughts will bo given here. 
"Tho child admires, the youth en- 
deavors, and the man acquires." 
When any child has some preference 
for any trade or profession, it would 
be well to direct bis thought and 
study to it, for he may then succeed 
much better and more satisfactorily 
in that lino of work than in any other. 
Again, success depends on the brain 
and work. Eaoh ono should ask him- 
oelf "Whato.r/il dot" not "What 
Jo I Ayioir /" If wo would I 
pliah anything as successftil as any of 
our ideal men have done, we must ap- 
proach them in mind and action first. 
Otherwise wo fail to do so well. Will 
has much to do with success also. 
And oven in spito of physical misfor- 
tunes. When one has chosen his own 
trade or profession, he should stick) 
to it ; otherwise it. would be a bad 
habit to skip from ono trade to an- 
other. Meanwhile the body and its 
health must not be neglected, for 
prises of life are in most cases won 
by sinewy men. Luck itself does not 
play in business : where one claims 
hisfailure to be owing to bad luck, 
•onto bad management, it can be 
found, has been the rule of his ap- 
plication to buwiness. As the strong- 
er jostle the weaker off from a float- 
ing raft m the struggle for life, the 



you have to do ; never theorize about 
it. Never put off till old age, what 
m do while young. Lincoln 
was not an intellectual wonder, yet 
he rose from the lowest to the high- 
est position of a human life. A 
name is good, but a great ami 
name would be better. Then, to 
know what to do and to know how to 
do it, are the questions that, we must 
answer in our struggle witb the 
world. Fortune is like a butterfly, 
and flies off when almost caught. 
Prompt decision very often insures 
success — always l*e ready for imme- 
diate action. Manners make man ; so 
bad habits would be bad recommen- 
dations. Hut good manners can not 
be obtained from books ; they must 
need to come out, of a human heart 
where love reigns — " Love thy 
bor."
